angusta distincte breviore 10-12 mm longa 6-angulosa; lobis interioribus 
dilatatis 12-14 mm longis 7-8 mm latis basi concavo-canaliculatis paulum 
recurvatis ; exterioribus angustioribus erectis. Stamina quam lobi longiora, 
antheris caeruleo-violaceis. 

Hab. Hondo, prov. Suwo, Insula Oh-shima, monte Genmei (K. Oka, no. 
35673-Typus in TI, et in Herb. Research Instit. Evolut. Biol.). 

This is very distinct species with its crispate leaves with strong and 
persistent glaucosity in under surface, obliquely patent scapes which are 
nutant in apices, green bracts which are patent and persistent, much shorter 
angustate tube than dilated one and so effectively heteromorphous perianth 
lobes.
